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Thieu, family escape death 


in bomb attack on palace 


SAIGON (UPI) — A young South Vietnamese air force pilot returning from 
a combat mission bombed President Nguyen Van Thieu's presidential palace 
today in an apparent rage against Thieu’s decision to give up much of South 
Vietnam without a fight. 
Thieu and his family escaped unhurt but at least three other persons were 
killed and four wounded. 
Thieu called the bombing an isolated attack aimed at killing him and said it 
was not an attempted military coup He vowed to stay in office. 
Authorities fearful that it was an attempted coup imposed a 24-hour curfew 
on the capital and airborne troops were placed on a special alert. 
The curfew was lifted after six tense hours during which Saigon resembled a 
ghost town. 
Rumors immediately linked Gen. Nguyen Cao Ky, former premier and air 
force commander with the plot, but Ky was quick to deny responsibility. He 
did say in a statement issued through his office that Thieu should step down 
for the good of the country. 
Military sources said the pilot, North Vietnamese-born Lt. Nguyen Thanh 
Trung, 26, may have landed his F5 Freedom Fighter somewhere in 
Communist territory and defected although his whereabouts remained a 
mystery tonight. 
The sources said Trung’s family was from the Da Nang area captured by the 
Communists 10 days ago and that he was furious over Thieu’s tactics of 
abandoning the northern and central quarters of the country to the 
Communists without a fight. 
The bombing attack was reminiscent of a similar bombing attack by two 
South Vietnamese air force pilots in February 1962 Their Skyraiders inflicted 
heavy damage on Independence Palace, but they failed in their efforts to kill 
President Ngo Dinh Diem, later overthrown and assassinated. That bombing 
also brought a 24-hour curfew and panic. 
Thieu’s statement denying an attempted coup was broadcast at frequent 
intervals tonight on Saigon television, along with statements by military 
leaders and top government officials that the bombing did not represent a 
coup attempt. 
Political analysts here said they felt the palace bombing could speed Thieu's 
exit from power, but the president declared in his speech to the people that “I 


am determined to remain in office.” 
Spokesmen in Saigon for the Viet Cong’s Provisional Revolutionary 
Government denied any knowledge of the palace bombing and Hanoi Radio 
carried a straightforward news report, quoting Western news agencies 


Government sources said two bombs hit within 10 yards of the southeast 
comer office occupied by Thieu during normal working hours. The explosions 
knocked down a part of the wall, killing three persons and wounding four 
others. 
Most heavily damaged was the office of Col. Vo Van Cam. Thieu’s chief of 
staff, the sources said. 
Thieu spoke briefly on national radio, saying he was safe and vowing: “ I am 
determined to remain in office.” 
He denied the bombing represented any serious coup attempt 


Three hours after Thieu’s speech —and six hours after the 8 30 a m 
bombing attack — officials lifted the 24-hour curfew 
But troops remained on alert, and an hour after the lifting of the curfew few 
persons were back on the Saigon streets. 
The bombing sparked immediate rumors of a coup against Thieu, who has 
been strongly criticized for ordering South Vietnamese troops to withdraw 
from much of the northern part of the country and yield it to North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong troops without a fight. 
The Communists now control 18 of South Vietnam’s 44 provinces and 
Monday shelled six major towns in the populous Mekong Delta south of Saigon. 
The pilot who bombed the palace was identified as Lt Nguyen Thanh Trung, 
a native of North Vietnam who was a regular air force officer 
After the bombing strikes, Trung streaked toward Saigon, shrieking over the 
capital out of the early morning sun. 
He made a high-level pass over the creamy-white downtown presidential 
office and residence, then swooped in through antiaircraft fire from the palace 
grounds. 
Brig Gen. Phan Phung Tien, commander of Tan Son Nhut air base at the 
edge of Saigon, was arrested by military police, because his supposedly alert 
interceptor fighters had failed to stop the palace attack.

Estimates of the amount of notice 
various points would have in event of a 
failure ranged from one minute for 
Cachuma 
V illage, 
im m ediately 
downstream from the dam, to nine 
hours for Surf, on the ocean west of 
Lompoc 
The estimates were published in a 
narrative report by the county flood 
control agency as part of an evacuation 
plan mandated by the state. 
Carl 
Chappell, 
agency 
chief 
for 
special 
projects, disclosed last week that his 
department was pushing evacuation 
plans on 12 dams that lie within the 
county to meet the dictates of state law 
There has been no hint that Cachuma 


or any of the other dams now being 
studied have any weakness, but the state 
is requiring evacuation plans on all 
dams within California. 
In the document released by Chappell 
today it was noted: “Based on the 
assumption that Cachuma lake would be 
at spill level, and that the failure of the

About 20 per cent of the 
infants who have arrived so far 
in Northern California needed 
treatment 
for 
dehydration,

disorders that resulted from 
the 26-hour, 10,000-mile flight 
from their homeland. 
“ There have been no rare or 
bizarre or tropical diseases 
among the orphans,” said Dr. 
S Alex Stalcup, who was one of 
the many volunteer doctors 
working with the arrivals at a 
converted Army garage in San 
Francisco’s Presidio. 
“ What we have found is the 
garden variety of illnesses, 
nothing different from what

to abolish the hotly contested 
requirement that nearly two 
million used cars in the Los 
Angeles region be equipped 
with 135 NOX devices.

Omer Rams, D- 
Ventura, author of the Senate- 
passed bill, said after the 
rebuff “ We are still one vote 
short:” 
Proponents of the measure, 
saying 
the 
requirement 
to 
install the antismog devices on 
1966-70 model cars did not 
significantly help the pollution 
problem, contended they had 53 
votes 
for 
the 
“ urgency” 
measure. 
Opponents of the bill said the 
antismog requirement was an 
integral part of cleaning up 
smoggy Southern California 
skies. 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
has not taken a position on the 
measure. But his top environ­ 
mental adviser Tom Quinn, 
opposed the measure after 
lengthy 
consultation 
with 
Brown and his cabinet. 


Quinn, chairman of the Air 
Resources Board, sat in back of 
the chambers while the meas­ 
ure was being considered. He 
was warned publicly by a 
lawmaker not to lobby assem­ 
blymen while the bill was being 
debated. 


Warren 
said 
the devices 
make engines overheat, cause 
breakdowns and result in poor 
performance of automobiles. 
He pointed out that a “ 5 to 6 per

“ If anyone has a right to sue for

"Right now Toronto is the team to beat in the playoffs as 
far as we re concerned,” added defenseman Terry Harper, 
a member of five Stanley Cup champion teams at Montreal 


and captain of the Kings. 
“We re going to have to play very, very good hockey to 
beat Toronto,” Kings Coach Bob Pulford noted. 


On paper, the Kings are heavy favorites against Toronto, 
a club they buried on Forum ice 8-0 in the teams' last 
meeting Jan. 23.

Big weekend for 
V A FB anglers

A group of 18 anglers from Vandenberg AFB chartered “ The 
Corsair” out of Santa Barbara’s SEA Landing over the weekend 
and clobbered the fish around San Miguel Island. 
The group landed a total of 273 rock cod Saturday, along with 
reds up to 36 pounds, and some sole. Sunday there were again 
limits all around, including 22 lings. 
The big salmon still haven’t rolled into coastal 
waters, but the action is steady on the small 
ones around Santa Barbara. Near San Luis, 
however, salmon fishing remains super slow, 
with rough seas scattering the fish. 


We anticipate that, if and when salmon fishing 
gets into high gear, the fish will return to the 
Pismo-Avila 
area. 
Old-timers 
who 
have 
followed the salmon for many seasons claim 
that the poor start usually means that the 
forage fish will return and produce a good year. 
We hope they are right. It’s getting a bit expensive to spend days 
just dragging an anchovy back and forth. 
Bottom fishing is still good, around Pecho, the coast off Diablo 
Canyon, Point Sal (for bigger boats), and the Channel Islands. 
Halibut are still hitting well all along the coast. 
SEA Landing has just added a new boat to its fleet, a half-day 
boat named “ 'The Hornet.” The 40-passenger boat runs half-day 
Saturday and Sunday; three-quarter day during the week. 
Reservations are advised. 
Salmon program cut 
Because of a severe disease problem, the Department of Fish 
and Game has abandoned its salmon rearing program on the 
Merced River for 1975. 'The cold-water virus the fish contracted is 
called Sacramento River chinook disease, and ailment that 
strikes periodically. 
The experimental program to establish a striped bass fishery in 
Southern California will soon enter its second year. Return of tags 
indicates that the fish, planted in Newport Bay, have survived 
with little trouble. 
'This is all very nice, but what about our area — Morro Bay, San 
Simeon Lagoon, etc.? We have been getting very little attention in 
regards to such programs. 
Freshwater fishing 
Trout and bass are hitting well in Lake Cachuma, which has been 
on a weekly plant from the DFG and other sources. We hear a 
rumble that local anglers are unhappy that fish are being stocked 
using county fines funds. 
In San Luis Obispo County, fine money is handled by a very 
competent committee. Half of the fine goes to the state and half to 
the county, to be used for the enhancement and conservation of 
fish and game. 
Lopez Lake trout fishing is fair to poor, but bass and crappie 
have been hot. 
Bass fishing is good at MargariU Lake, with crappie a good 
second. Pressure is light, and for a good bass or crappie angler, 
we consider this lake hard to beat. No camping is allowed, which 
tends to keep the lake in good condition and not over-fished. With a 
good management program, this lake could be one of the best bass 
waters in the area. 
Lopez, Laguna, and Atascadero lakes are due for a stocking this 
month, as are Davy Brown and Manzana creeks, and the Santa 
Ynez River, all due for a shot of catchable rainbows. 
Lobsters 
Eastern lobsters, the ones with the big claws, enjoy the warm 
water found near power plant cooling systems, it has been found. 
Experiments are under way to see if these lobsters can be raised 
commercially in California. They are expensive to feed, and 
might damage the present clawless lobster population, but they 
grow to eating size in just one year, as compared to four years for 
the clawless western lobsters.

“ But he believes a violent 
action like that is no solution.” 
Does she recommend one for 
him. 
“ W ell,” she said, “ I told him 
that when I’m frustrated, I cry. 
It does wonders for me.”

Winds Of 
change 


SACRAMENTO. Calif - The strong 
new wind blowing through this capital of 
the empire on the West coast promises 
changes thus far only dimly perceived 
Edmund G Brown Jr., the 37-year-old 
governor, is out to shake up the old order 
and bring in a new dispensation with the 
elite out of the past made to justify their 
privileges if they are to keep those 
privileges. 
It is impossible to 
label this man The fa­ 
miliar "liberal” does 
not fit nor does "con­ 
servative” 
although 
this 
tag 
has 
been 
applied by Democrats 
who thought that after 
eight years of Reagan 
R ep u b lic a n ism 
a 
Democrat in the 
governor’s office would open the sluice 
gates for new programs of welfare and 
reform 
Above all in his first three months 
Brown wants to know what the 200,000- 
plus state employes are up to and not 
just by reading the endless stream of 
reports coming across his desk. 
He darts into the offices of his cabinet 
members and agency heads to spend a 
day or two observing their work. In 
some instances he has cut through 
bureaucratic red tape to save at least 
small sums of money. He drives the 
state university regents up the wall by 
attending every meeting as an ex-officio 
member and asking searching questions 
prolonging the sessions into the early 
evening, an unheard of practice. 
At a recent meeting of the state 
university 
trustees, 
another 
body 
presiding over the far flung educational 
system, in several instances he voted 
alone against additional spending. Why, 
he 
r e p e a te d ly 
a sk ed , 
sh ou ld 
administrators 
get 
more 
pay 
than 
professors? 
Given the ferment in his party in 
Washington 
and 
the 
nation, 
he 
is 
inevitably 
considered 
a presidential 
possibility. Asked by reporters if he 
means to run for president he gave this 
irreverent reply: "Hell no! It’s enough 
of a pain in the neck to be governor.” 
Nothing 
is more striking than the 
change in life-style from the past. His 
predecessor, Ronald Reagan, had three 
limousines at his disposal Two have 
been sold and one 
is about to be 
auctioned off. 
Brown uses a compact out of the state 
car pool. The private jet has also been 
dispensed with and the governor flies 
commercial. 
The legislature voted $1.3 million for a 
new executive mansion now about half 
completed on a site 15 miles from 
Sacramento. 
Although 
he 
does 
not 
intend to live in it, construction will 
continue since to stop it in mid-course 
would be more costly. 
It might, he says, make a good day 
care center. With a small apartment 
across from the Capitol, the governor 
can walk to work in a few minutes. 
Over a long lunch at a health food 
sandwich shop he debates with the 
visitor from Washington. No, he is not a 
pessimist. He believes people want to 
work, they don’t want welfare, and some 
way must be found to enable them to 
work. 
Too many people, maybe half if you 
want to break down, in government and 
private enterprise contribute nothing to 
the advancement of government or to 
productivity. A way must be found to put 
this layer of paper shufflers to work. 
The four years he spent in a Jesuit 
seminary, the Sacred Heart Novitiate at 
Los Gatos, studying to be a priest, 
followed by a B A 
with a major in 
Greek and Latin at the University of 
California at Berkeley comes to light 
with the joy of the debater parrying the 
challenges. 
When the Huns walked into Rome in 
the year 410 they found a shell of a city 
in crumbling ruin. And why? As the 
Roman 
legions 
pushed 
out 
the 
boundaries of empire to the farthest 
corners of the known world they allowed 
the center to decay. 
The lesson is plain today. In the past 
too 
many 
of 
the 
privileged 
were 
concerned 
with 
guarding 
their 
privileges That was the first thought of 
a new governor coming into office and 
second was how to get re-elected to 
another term. 
The intimation has come from Brown 
that if he finds it impossible to infuse a 
new spirit of endeavor into the great 
hulking structure of government he may 
just walk away from it all and put down 
the office That is, however, considered 
unlikely. 
With the many young men and women 
he has brought m with him he is taking 
hold with gusto, pushing buttons and 
pulling levers long regarded as outside 
the narrow confines of the governor’s 
office. How much is image skillful self- 
advertisement? The kind of image that 
helped to win him the governorship by a 
narrow majority in last year’s election? 
The testing time ahead will tell. But in 
this beginning interval the winds of 
change are blowing hard and at least the 
superficial furniture of the past is being 
swept away.

Editor, Lompoc Record 
Dear Mr Crompe: 
Your recent series of articles on 
malpractice problems has so far failed 
to include comments from those of us 
engaged in the business of supplying 
insurance to the general public. I don't 
believe the insurance industry, as such, 
has a particular position on the subject 
except a sincere wish that the problem is 
soon solved. We do have individual 
op inions 
based 
upon 
our 
own 
experiences in the field of insurance 
coverages, and the following is my 
personal observation. 
As an insurance broker, it is my 
opinion that the malpractice insurance 
p ro b lem 
co u ld 
be 
so lv e d 
by 
administrating claim s 
m a 
similar 
manner to the procedures involved in 
the 
workers 
com pensation 
area. 
Primary 
compensation 
claim s 
are 
processed through the State Industrial 
Accident Commission which decides on 
the propriety of the claim and sets up 
amounts payable for various injuries to 
include 
hospitalization, 
m edical 
expenses and indemnities for total or 
partial inability to work. The State of 
California writes workers compensation 
insurance itself, as do a great many 
private insurors. Private insurers must 
supply no less coverage than does the 
state and premiums charged are state 
regulated. A recent survey in California 
indicates that of the total dollars paid 
out in compensation claim s, in excess of 
78 per cent went to claimants, with only 
22 per cent allocated to costs and legal 
expenses. Malpractice claim s indicate 
only 23 per cent actually paid to 
claimants with the rest allocated to 
court costs and legal fees. 
It is my conclusion that such a 
procedure would considerably reduce 
both 
the 
number 
and 
amount 
of 
malpractice claim s and would also 
result in fairer compensation to the 
actual injured parties. 


There is currently some effort in this 
behalf at both the state and federal 
levels and it would be my suggestion 
that readers contact their local state 
legislators, Assemblyman Gary Hart, 
Senator Omer Rains and Congressman 
Lagomarsino and urge prompt action to 
this effect

Self help lacking

yet another authority, Roy 
Bainer, emeritus dean of the 
College of Engineering of the 
University of California in 
Davis.

advances. “ It is a shame to 
see 
the 
potential 
of 
this 
country, with most of the 
natural resources found in 
California, going to waste,” 
he states. 
In Laos, AID assisted in 
building diversion dams to 
supply irrigation water to 
farmers, making it possible 
for them to produce twice as 
much rice on two hectares of 
land as had been produced on 
three — and then the farmers 
refused to grow rice on the 
third hectare. Why? Because 
“ the farm er’s only concern 
was, and is, producing enough 
rice to meet the needs of his 
village. There is no incentive 
for him to produce surplus 
rice for sale because there is 
little he can purchase with the 
money,’’ Bainer says. 
What seems to be lacking in 
too many countries is the will. 


Libertarian party 


If ever there was a document to 
demonstrate the absurdity of political 
labels, it is the 1974 platform of the 
embryo Libertarian Party. In scanning 
the stands taken by this ambitious group 
which, formed in 1971, now claims 5000 
members and is shooting for a million 
by 1976, one is immediately thrown into 
confusion. 
Is this a liberal party or is it a 
collection of activists so reactionary it 
would make the John Birchers seem to 
be dangerous left wingers? Neither, 
according 
to Ned Hutchinson, 
the 
dynamic 
former 
appointments 
secretary to Governor Reagan, recently 
hired to be the party’s first national 
director. 
"By sticking to the principles of 
individual 
liberty 
and 
not playing 
concensus politics we will continue to 
attract intelligent people from both the 
left and the right,” he exudes. 
There is no question the stand for the 
repeal of all so-called victimless crime 
laws, 
including 
prohibitions 
on 
prostitution, drugs and pornography, 
along with opposition to preventive 
detention 
and 
"no-knock” 
laws, 
censorship, the draft, foreign aid and 
military involvements must have great 
appeal to those heretofore classified as 
“leftists.”

And the positions taken on property 
rights, justice for crime victims, the 
right to bear arms, the right to political 
secession, and opposition to busing and 
compulsory health insurance would be 
among those things dear to the hearts of 
the “ right wingers.” 


Though it may be startling to some to 
think that those who, on the surface, 
have philosophical variances seemingly 
so far apart can join together in a 
common party effort, examination of 
the splits in viewpoints within the 
established major parties would expose 
equally wide breaches. The difference 
seems to be a quality of consistency and 
a dedication to principles not to be found 
in the major parties which tend to 
mouth the popular viewpoint of the 
moment for the sole purpose of winning 
votes. 


They 
have 
adopted 
‘‘Legalize 
Freedom” as their slogan and their 
outward attitude exhibits the buoyancy 
of a young group, most are under 40, 
having a good time pursuing the goal of 
wresting back individual liberty and 
human dignity which has all but 
disappeared 
under 
a 
patronizing, 
paternalistic government. And they are 
bringing to the civil rights, civil liberty 
movement 
a 
respectability 
not 
previously enjoyed. 


Where the Libertarians seem to have 
cast all caution to the winds is their 
unequivocal aim for "the eventual 
repeal of all taxation.” While they are 
not anarchists they seem to advocate a 
reduction of government to a point 
dangerously close to setting the stage 
for anarchy. For, they would abolish 
compulsory education, eliminate all 
welfare and relief, police and fire 
services, and place property rights 
supreme, opposing land use controls, 
zoning laws, regional planning, eminent 
domain and urban renewals. They seem 
to favor a caretaker, night watchman 
type of government. 
They seek a constitutional amendment 
banning government from "engaging in 
any business, commercial, financial or 
industrial enterprise.” If that will get 
the postoffice into the hands of someone 
who can restore an adequate mail 
service they should have people standing 
in line to join their party. Another part 
of the constitutional change they seek is 
the abolition of personal income, estate 
and gift taxes. 
They espouse a voluntary society in 
which people pay directly for the 
services they want. This would include 
schooling, police and fire services. The 
poor would be cared for by private 
charities. 
If a newspaperman could afford the 
luxury of becoming involved in a 
partisan cause, this one sounds like it 
could be oceans of fun. It might even 
achieve 
some 
worthy 
changes 
in 
government. But the ending of all taxes 
would seem to be fated to being the 
impossible dream. 
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
